turning from ſea, in his hearing, made repoꝛt of their battailes 4 (kir- 
miſycs, and the huge laaghters they had made: repozting how tra- 
nically they murdzco lome of the reſiſtance , and how valiantly ſome 
withſtod them, and with what trauell they indured the night. Making 
patticulat rehearſall ot᷑ one Citþtaine amongſt the reſt, who lo valiai 
Y withtad them, that be loze they could vanquiſh him. he had ſlain 
aboue twentie of then: but in the ende, ſering that by realon ol then 
multitude, hee maſt nerdes either be taken paiſoner, oz die, be rather

Now (warte Lady, ling with what deuctions J haue attens 
ded your ple aſure, defer me no longer, but let me obtaine that facour, 
which with ſuch care haue expeded, and pou ſo vnkindly with held: 
which wold both caſc my comloꝛtleſle heart and adde no (mall content 
fo the remcdileſſe ſozrowes pou lo impatientip endure. 

Jioletta hearing his ſpœches, made this replie. ir, J haue long 
flnce told ou my reſotution, which might be a ſufficient anſwer to anp 
reaſonable creature:beſides,my vowes paſled to my deare knight Po 
/pnr, haue bound me from pelding my ſpolleſle honour ts bee ſtained 
with the blot of inlamie. Then J pꝛap leaue off to pꝛolecute pour (ute,

I but Lady quoth Ach, calme this diſcentent with remembzare 
of an impoſſibilitic in obtaining ought at his hands, and gee net avout 
to tõlume thoſe heauenly perfenions with ſozrew,4 eme not ft anger 
thenreaſon requircty , to him tat loucth yoo as well as P cucr 
did: and now that occaſion hath ſo fitly cfcrcv the (wort oppozivnt» 
tie of time and place, let vs ſpend this time in le ue, and rot in thele con» 
tentions⸗theſe vnſfrequented pathes adde meanes to furiher cur toies? 
here are no eyes to bthold bs, noz any to bewziy sur ſecrets, but the

udence, that hath (cnt you ſo happily fo pꝛe let ue me from his deuou. 
ring luſt, whole diſhonourabie minde is fraught with all viilenics ac⸗ 
turſed be the day that firſt bzonght me to this hatefuil place, to fa 1 11;

Swat Bb 
ſtreſſe (quoth ſhee) I bel ch you do not tonct ſuc la hardly of my meas 
ning, foz J (peake not::1:1g but with intent to pzocurs pour god: and 
rather will J teare my acturſed tongue from ſth of my head, then if 
ſhall hereafter vttcr a wozd to diſpleaſe pou. Then quoth Yero/a) 
once againe counſell me what lo do, fozthou (aſt how fai re Jam tied 
in the bonds of lone to that wozthie knight, that withou! ſome hope of 
comfozt , my cares will bee cxcæding, and moze then my poꝛe 
heart will be able to indure. This I thinke/quoth Flax is the belt

The tntght of Fame being departed fo TH t hamber, wos as 
farre from conccining the cauſe of her paſſion, as he was ſtor the * 
knowledge of all things, and being walk! into a Gaiden alone by hun⸗ 
ſclfe, Flauia came to him, whom pe kindly greeted, aſliug her how her 
FPiſtreſle did. 

Sir knight (quoth Chex) in the ſame caſe vou leſt her, and rather 
o;\e, the cauſe of whoſe dilquiet ts pzocured by ns diſcale,but by en 
ertr aozdinarie occaſion , which none but one can remedie, which 1 
would wiilingly gize the partic knowledge of, but that Jknowenot 
whether he wil take the ſame kindly oz 10:Clſe wer he much to blame 
(quoth de) w hard were his heart, that would uot pittic the diſtreſſe F 
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ſo diuine a creafnre.Gentle ir quest ſh:)thus it is. Py Lady hath e. 
ner ſince the firſt ſight of your perſon, bene greatly toꝛmented with 
leut s paſſions, which is the cauſe of her ickneſſe, which reſtcth onely 
in your power to ſalue. 

The night of Fame hearing ber ſpteche s. was ſo ſuddainiy aſta- 
nicht, and therewith dzawne into ſuch cogitations that he w a go

Foz ſoner (hall all things be diſſsl- 
ned, then J faile in dutis to your ſervice, and conffancie to continue des 
noted to your commaynd : which if J may be in any hope to attaine,

Hauing waitten this letter, and ſcaled it with his flgnet, ba pꝛe⸗ 
ſently ſent the ſame by certaine of his knightes to the Golden Tower, 
who as effrauallp dilpatched they2 tourney , as hte hadde giuen ihem 
ſtraight charge: and arriuing at the Golden Tower,delinered the let. 
ter to Maxime, Who hauing redde the lime, and well conſidered the 
circumffance , which augmeuted his hatred and ſuſpuion alreadie bes 
gonne azainft the knight of Fame , pzeitvtly commung to the placg 
where he was in take with Aarcellis hee cauſed him to be appꝛehen- 
ded, and without any other iudge ment, cagſed him pzeictit ꝝ to bi caſt 
into a denne of Lyons, to be deuoured. 

The knight of Fame was no ſoner put uto the denne, buf the Lyons 
made an exceding roaring , that theſc witheut aſſurcdlic iu dged hun 
deuoured, and hunſelte crpected nothing but that terribie and tc as tuil 
death : but the Lrons, who by nature will not harme thoſe of Ropall 
blod, ſparcd his l:fe, and net ſo much as cfered to touch lin but were 
rather terrified wuh bis p2cſence.

ired therein, but Colm accozding to Maximiu canimaund, denped 
dim. and that the mozc obſtinately,fo; that he knew none favoured ths 
knight of Fame (0 much as hee, whoin be moztally bated, 

<Marcell. being befuze ſuſfit ien tip inraged, was now ſo much 
mee bexed, that hee dzcwe his dagger, and with a violent blow fab- 
ved the ſlams to Co heart ; and withail going io Angela, het 
Lund ber very lad, little thinking of theſe miſchances, who leeing hin 
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in chat rage, which ſher lone perceined by his behamour, ſhe came 
vnto him, /baming ſeate d yiraſcite downe in a-chapze ) and deſired to 
know the cauſe of bis wꝛath. 

O Sifter(quoth her this place is the harbour of cracltie, tirannyg and 
diſhonour, wbtch in times paſt hath bene famons, and a receipt of bo- 
nour, hut Choztly will be hatco and horned, as odious t cmrimmious, 
and all pzocured by the to!ilh Diuining of a vucked Harlot, that hath 
filled my Fathers head with ſuch fancies , that hat ſozgetteth himiſclfe, 
bis honour, and Kingly behautour, and geueth credit to none but flats 
terers,and paraſites, umpʒiſoning dis childzen, murthering his friends, 
and ſ&king the ſubuerſion ofhonoor and honovrable knights. Oh 1. 
gelica, what ſhould J ſay, oꝛ to mhome ſhould J complaine 2 be hath 
flune vertue, he hath deſtroped honour, her hath murthered mp dears 
friend, that kinde and courteous Enight : bee hath caſt the buknowne 
(moſt hono;avie though vuknowne) Knight of Fame , into theLyons, 
den: without uwgement,iuſtice right, offence, oꝛ trpall. Angelica heu- 
ring his woꝛds, was ready to ſound with grefe, but that fcare to diſco» 
ner her loue withheld her: bat being not able to refraine from teares, 
ſhe withdꝛew her ſclfe aſide to conceale the ſame , which Marcel us tl. 
pying, taught her in his armes and ſaid. Nap deare Siſtcr,do not con- 
ceale your greefe fo dis death from me, that love pou ſo much the bet. 
ter: and if pou cuet concciued any pod liking of him, I ſhall honour 
pou fo: the ſame : foz hee was woz2thy to be beloued of the birt Lad in 
the woz'd : fo2 in him ſhined all partes and poynts of trut Anighthod 
and honour.

eale our ſeines: eſpecially e hath bene nic wed vp lo cloſcly that 
the J am ſure would vndertake any thing to eitop her liberfie , were 
it in neuer ſo poꝛe eſtate, where in my opinion is many thouſands of 
ſwate contents to bee ound, rather ten in this trouble eme Pe m pe, 
which is repleat with iufun cares, Therfoze this is my cer ſure, that 
pou (hill this night as J will dyꝛe et yon) depart from berct and goto 
D. n Chappell, not far hi nce,@nd thtre ſtay fe me br til fowmozs 
row mo2:2i1ng , where remaincth an olde relic iors Pzicſt , nemet /a+ 
bine who if pou ſap you come from mee, will ginc you enkertatrment:

The 
Anigdt ot Fame heating his ſpeeches which oneip tended to wozke the 
content be aboue all things in the wo2lb lougit, couid not well contain 
bimiclfe from: exp2; (ſing unmcaſurabic loy,vut pal tg many humble 
and hartic thai:kes to Afar ce/u9 voth commended his dro:ile, and allo 
intreated him to get foxward wi.h the lame. 

Then Afurcellus calicd the kapecr, alkmg his counſel! if he hne lo a- 
ny deviſe whereby the Kaight of / awe might get out of the Caſtle. pzos 
miſiag him a god reward: and withall polltag from his neck a chaine 
ol gold, gaue him the (ame. The keeper being intiſed with this reward,

lentlp tolde them, he had a deviſe that might goe fo2 currant, if the 
knight would vadertake the ſame, J haue my Lo2d (quoth he a b fell 
of great largeneſle, which ſometimes (ozted to; other vles, which if we 
could deviſe to let downe into the Lake, he might cafily in that get os 
ner on to the other ſide ; which deuile CAſarce//w and the night of 
Fame both liked, And about midnight, when all things were at rect, 
they put this ſame in pzadgiſe, and by a Rope let the veſſel down, which 
ſwam moſt currantiy, 

Then faltning 8 Roape about the Knight of Fame; middle, 
ter that (with many faire pzemiſcs and p;otcftations cf perpetnall 
fricndſhip) they had taken their leaues the keepcr and Afarcelas let 
him downe , who was ſo heauie by reaſon of the warght of his owne 
body and bis armour , that they had much ado from letting him fall, 
and being in the viſſel , was like to finke the lame. But with much 
ab and great daunger of dzowning, by reaſon of the tottrring and 
vnſt apedneſſe cf the veſſell , which with enerp hittle waight moze on 
ene ſide then on the other, wos ready to turne ouer, ha got on to the 
banke, which was ſo ſteepe vpwarts, that bee had much ado to clime 
bp the ſame, but was oftentimes readie to fall downe backwards into 
the Lake vnder him which was ol an cxrexeding great aud huge depths 
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dut 64ut:ag happily eſcaped both thoſe daungers, de departed towards 
Samt Auzu/mes Chappell , accozding to ſuch dirtdions Aarcelius 
padde ginen dim to finde the ſame. Marcellus and the keeper de lu bp

The night of Fame had not well remembzed 1/arcelmu ſper- 
ches , andtherefoze hauing gone ſome helfe mile from the Golden 
Tower, feariag to wander out of the way, he the vp his lodging vn⸗ 
der a Cipꝛeſſe Tree, (pending the whole right in manifolde meditati- 
ons, of the ſuccc (ſc of this buſincſſe: Leen c fte ntumcs in great diſs 
pairs of cuer ſæing Angelica agatne,dzawns to that frare, by reaſon of 
Maximus ic alouſie, and the diligent watche her h d ſet in cucry coꝛnet 
of the Tower, but eſpecially at the entrance, where none went out 
and in, but the gardiants ſearched thein, that his minde was ſometimes 
w2ackt with diſpaire, and ſome time animated to comfozte by the ans 
red truſt ha had in der: e/iv;, The night being by him in ibs (ozte 
ſpent, in de mozning he bctoke himlelle againe to his tonrnep, and 
with eaſc found ont Saint Aubin Chappell, 4k:nocking at the Chap» 
pell dwze,it was long befoze any tame but at laſt hee cſpycd olde /a&»» 
fanding bchinde him, who had bene abzoade very early, and then re- 
turned, whom the Knight of Fan: moſt kindely ſaluted. Ja maruel⸗ 
ung to ſe one in Armo2 , demaunded what ha would haue: 

Right reucrend Father (quoth he) J am ſent to you by Afar 
cellus, whole requeſt is, that you would fo; his ſake vouchſafe my

Which done, be toke me by violence, 
ond halling and pulling me moſt rudely and diſcourteonſly, wonld have 
conurped me J know not whither, bnlill this valiant Knight by god 
fo;tune,hearing my complatuts,redemed me from his tpzannie, The 
King bearing her ſpect cs, commanded the knight to diſcover humlelle, 
but he being exceedingly aſhamed, and loath to be knowne,refuſed ths 
ſame: buf at laſt , by ſome of the Bohemian Kutights was vnarmed, 
when paclently Fett knew him, wherewith ſhe gaue an excteding 
ſtart,as ifſhe had beene affcighted at bus fight, Pm and Polli.

Ame 

The laing hearing that it was be, of whowe he had heard ſome⸗ 
ny bonourable repezts, roſe ftem his Eingly (cat, and embꝛaced him 
moſt louingly: and eucry ens in gencrall, ſamed to be moſt ctcœt ingle 
delighted with his pzeſence, 

I aurana boning his tonnttnance, felt an exeteding throbbing 
ſuddainl pcflcle her beart;withall , luch a violent blefhing flacht in 
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her face, that che wowvzed whence (ach ſuddain motions ſhould pze- 
tende, and was conſtrained to turne aſide, leaſt any ſhould percetue bee 
thaunging countenance, and withdzew herlelfe to a windowe. This 
altcration being wzought in her by a natur all inſtinct, which ſhes was 
altogether ignozant ol. 

The knight of Fame not vnmindkullto ſatiſſle V4rres wing 
by ſome reuenge againſt Archa, moſt hambly thankt the Ring toꝛ ho 
nouring him ſo much, by gining him authozitie to gine his dome : but 
(queth hee J moſt humblis intreat your Yighnefſe to pardon me, and 
deſire pour wiſedame, ta whom be hath bene offenſine, to vie him as 
you pleaſe : fo2 if were great pꝛeſumption foz mee, in this range place 
fo cenſure of him in your Paleſties pꝛeſence. 

Then the king called Archa, commaunding him fo declare what 
moued him te commit that ontrage to Violetta: but he aſſuring hims 
ſelfe of no leſſe then death, would make no aunſwere : wheruppon ths 
King commautniding him to bee had to pꝛiſon, appoynted that the next 
day he ſhould loſe his head, which was accozdingly perfozmed : who 
might peraduenture haue beene pardoned, vut that his own conſcience 
accuſcd him moze then thole whom hee had offended, And ſo accozding 
to his owne follp, which had bꝛought him to commit thole wicked ads, 
euen ſo he was his owne Judge: fo2 that his guiltie conſcience would 
not ſuffer him to aſke pardon, Aſtex this iudgement giuen euerꝑ mans 
minde was in quiet, hauing (ſufficiently ſcanned the circumſtance of 
U.letta miſlfoztune, 

The Knight of Fame was ropallie entertained , and honourablie 
fcaſted by the king ol Bebe mia. but clpectally Yariſm and Lanrana, 
vſed him wi'h excæding kindene de, beeing koꝛ that niht dʒiuen to part 
from him without atip conference, But Laurana was ſo ckcæomglp 
froubled with his remfbzance , that ſhe could (care take a y reſt at all 
that night, fo; thinking on him, not knowing what ſhoulo mœue ber 
to ſuch y1wonted alteration , that in the mozning when Pari arty 
ſhee were in ſome conference about the Aoight of Fame, He (aid, Fay 
Lo2?, J know net wh-! ſhould moue ma ts thinke any luch thongbt, 
but J am petjwaded, that his arriuall will bʒing vs cpther ſome vnexs 
pected top 02 ſuddaine ſozrow : foz ſince J firſt ſaw him, my heart hath 
neuer bene quiet: neither can J. though J ſtrive to the contrarte, once 
put bis remembꝛance out of mp minde, which hath io fally poſſeſt my 
fancic, that J could take no reſt this night,

By this they all aſſuredly kne we that th: Anigbt of Fame was ſon 
to Pari/ma and Lawrana, who likewiſe aſſut ed himlelfe that he had 
found his Parents:that pzeſently he kneled downe,whon: Par!/mws, 
the Hing, the Queene,and Laurana, troll louingly ail at once iutom- 
paſſed with tycir hunde imbzacings, retopcing meſt exceedingly fog 
top that he was found : being unable by wozdes, Welcomes, embza⸗ 
cings,c2 otherwiſe to expꝛeſſe their gladneſſe. Pari mu retopeing that 
he had ſo valiant and vertuous a ſonne, tc king and Nuwn glad that 
in their clo age they ſawe ſo vertaous an impe ſpꝛung loꝛth of their 
tNuc to ſucteede ia the tingdome. And L VWith tears of top cx» 
pꝛeſung her content in that ſhe had found her lon whom he thought 
had been delltoped long ago:that no hatt is able to expo fe ſhe top that 
poſſe ſt their hearts, Po!1pn and / ioſetta they ke iv. c embzaced him, 
being os glad as any o. the reſt cf his ſaĩetie. This neues wos (wne

Pamp dates afterwards, the K:11ght of Fe who now ſhall aſſume 
dis right and pzoper name Par/meros, continued in the Bohemian 
Court, donourabip entertaincd and highly tcſtamed of the Bohemian 
ltatcs: Who grew into excœding lone towards bum, and was kinvly 
belcued of th: King and Querne, but clpecially of bis parcits, who 
thought themſclvzs moſt happte and bicfſed ts haue (uch a ſonne:

CHo2thy friend (quoth Aarceilus leaut off ſo to vic ſuch thankes 
to mee, that requeſt nothing at your hands but lone and friendclhip, 
which am vnable to merit any ſuch recompence as pon kindly peide: 
but I pꝛap be you merrie pet in my abſencę, with this kinde doe Las

np, on whom his thoughts had continually run, euer ſince he had bin

4 excepted) x of her vertuc he had god conceit, by that which be had 
found in her god vripolitions, when ſhea refuſed to thʒuſt het (clfc into 
the knowledge of his fecrets , -but rather committcd all that the king 
þad commaunded her to his ſecretie, which if Harms: ſhould know 
ol, would be as much as her life were wozth, Theſe cogitations ſo 
much altered his countenante, that whereas befoze hee was of a pleas 
ſant diſpoſition, he now began to giue his minds wholely to melanchos 
ly ſadneſſe, often ſhunntag the company of thoſs he was wont to de⸗ 
iight in which Mu noted, eſpecialip the Qutene both marnelled 
and was greued thereat , and finding him out when hes was in that 
heaute vaine, ſhe earneſtly demaunded his caule of ladneſſe o whom 
te made this aunſwerc.

Afwne as the Nycene was gone, bet he an againe ts ponder theſe 
things, not knowing why his head ſhald bethus troubled: log he knew 
all that hee deſtred, and pct his mir de was troubled there wich, that at 
laſt with moze aduilcd conſideration, hee weighed every conceit cf his 
thoughts,and found that nepther his Fathers vnkindnclle, Angevicaes 
Abſence, noz his feare of diſgrace, was thet that troubled him. but only 
a god concept of Dc kind eneſſe, which cauled him to enter into a 
viewe of her perfections, which his lancit began ſo much to tommend 
her, that he thought her wozthp to bee beloued: 4 withall, thought why

any wap obedient tohim: that Dau would bet aloumng,kinde,and 
duetifull wife, that ſha would hanour dim rat get then defire to ba his 
tquall, and that ſhe Would refuſe no perrill, daunger 1:02 hazards [23 
his fake : that hauing ſpent ſome time in theſe cogttations, be reſolved 
fo loue Dulcia whatſoever enſued thereon : though hee incurred his 
Parents diſpleaſure, oz anie other hazsrd of dis '/bongur whetſceucr: 


and with reſolution , be went immediately vnto the place whers Hee 
as

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was guarded in ffeed of A geca and by the Damzeils meanes , who 
befoze had dene him the like lauout, he came to her chamber, where be 
found Dulcia all alone vcry lad, ta whom he ſaid. Mew now Ange-

Angelica all this while tilt en be.. d 
binz,oft changing her countenance, being pzocurcd by the Trucriit'c of 
thotights:foz the (uppoſed it ſhould be the Knight of Fame, to; that H 
came {rom 4arce/(a/;but he was ſo ni1ghtily altered, that he c un 
doubt thereof, EZ 2 aTae 
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Aſſone as he had ended thoſe lewe werds, e latde: Are you net the 
kaight of 7 ame; I amthe (ame moſt deare Ladp (quoth he, with that 
het Heart lcopt foꝛ top, and ſhæ toke bim molt loutagly by ths hande, 
beſiring him to ariſe (aying: J am glad to lo you agame, which I legs 
red J ſhould neuer hauc donc.

reſting in alluted confidente, that you wil no wap impaite my heno?, 
wich J relped moꝛe then my life: but reſt at my diſpoũtien in ſæking 
any other aſſurance then my pꝛomiſe. J beſech vou quoth he) let no e⸗ 
nil conceit of me take place in pour heart. but be aſſurea, that io long as 
I bzeath, will not erre from your command, in the leaſt vnduniſull 
reſpect, but reſt ſo fully and wholely obedient to your beheſts, that (@- 
ner then J will do 02 thinke a thought that (hal diſagree to our deſire, 
this bzcath ſhall leaue mp bꝛeſt, and my vitill ſpirits giue vp their lateft 
gaſpe. After theſe ſpeeches ended and Angeucas minde fully (aliſfied, 
they ſpent ſome time in famitiar conference,intermingied with many 
kinde bchantours, to the further confozmation of both their loves : till 
at laſt, Þ.e7/menos enfozced,in regard of their ſafeties, departed to his 
charge, whither he was come befoze they were returned : and at their

With that /a%» knowing his boxce , opened the 
d@2e and let them in, with all haſte lighting a Taper, then hee c21nc to 
Pari/meno: and embꝛaced him, yet not knowing Angelica, but luppo- 
ſing it was ſhe, admpꝛing her exceeding bcwty,and with kemblec rcue. 
rence hee deſired her to accept ot h's pe Cell: where A»ge#c4 being 
wearte, (cated her ſelle vppon his bedde, being moſt glad thi! (a was 
elcaped out of the Wayden Tower , where they ſpent ſore me in 
tonierence about their eſcape : when Vari menot at herrequ.clt, de- 
clared the manner how hee rid himlclfe from thoſe that were oppetnted 
to watche with tycm, TUWhoſe wiledome Angelica greatly at mpecd. 
After monie of theſe werte remembzances paſt betweærne them, A 
g-4ica and Aua fell both talk a lxp2 , beeing wearie of they? traucll: 
which Pari/mzemos and Jabim ſcing, they dt parted into the Chappell 
fo conferce about they: ſecutitie: where wee will leave them, to ſpeake 
ofthe gartiants,

with Dulcia fled from the Comrt at Ephe ut, Ha bow Adarcel ns in 
Darteliue armor came to F. Anſting C Farbe.. Ara tow Pars, 114 
{ent Porte lins into Bohemia. 
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N the mozning the Eunuches accozding to they; 
2) | wentcdmanner , came to the place where they 
| thought to haue formd they: fellowes,but miſſi g 
them both, firſt maruclling therat, 4 afterwards 
conceruing the wozft , beeing apte to luſpition, 
knockt at Angebcas ct bet doe, but none made 
57 anſwer: which dzave them into an exceeding per- 
piexity of ft are, then they began altogither to tu- 
die what this might mcane, 4 going downe they elpyed they? fellsw lie 
dead befoze them, whom arent had caft ther, that Angelica might 
not ſee him: which ghaffly ſight affcighted them with deadly feare: that 
with an exceeding outcrie they ran downe to the Knights that kept the 
entrance: who marnelling at they; ſozrow,enquyzed the cauſe tyerct:; 
they declared how they found one of they; fellowes line, x the knight 
that Mermprs had lately ſent was miſſing. Bee ( quotd che knights) 
hath the keping ofthe entrance: but notwithſtanding, (ome ot them 
fearing the woz, ranne thither where they found neither hin voz the 
other knight that was appoynted to watch with him, noz tyc kepes of 
the Tower gate. Muth which newes,they returned backe to the rell 
of theyꝛ fellowes, who by chis time came all togtther, At which newes, 
one of them (aid : 3 ſee no ſuch cauleof ſozrow. Uith that one of the 
E much es ſaid: pou know no: what wer haue loſt, wee are all vndong: 
we ſhall be hanged, if Arm beare hereof, wee haue loſt Angehca: 
with that the Knights burſt into a laughter. ©h(quoth the Cunnch) 
laugh not at that which will bz1r'g vs all to ſozrowe, wee haue loſt As 
cela, whoſe tuſtodie wee hadde, theugh vnknowre to you : Which the 
King commaunded vs fo kap rom pott kno"! ledge, foz tha! he hadde 
giuen out repoꝛte, that ſhe was 2cparted with dim, whom J feare me, 
the ſtraunge R. iat that tatciy artiued here, bath carryed away from 
vs al. The Anigets to wing i woppes , were cxcœdingly amazen 
thereat , which they were aGired wos true, by the refl o their fe. 
lowes, 'Tyen they went eogu her vpps ta As -getcas Chamber and 
bꝛeaking open the do2es , th y toi nd bet not, but wel perciimed that 
ſhe was gone away, Then beaaure the Eunuches to rocre and trie 
out like mad men, and the K-ughts ran vpe gown l'ke mien tranlfo;y 
med into amazement ; at lat, with much abo. they opened the gate, 


finding the daaw / bzidge letten down: ano ſome olthem hauing hozſs 
Aa within 
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w."1in the Tower, p:%-5encry way about the countrie , making dill. 
gti leatche and enquirt* after them, and mane of tgem met with olds 
Jubi, who anſwered them that ye ſaw none lach, whome they all cre» 
dited, foz that hee was a man of religion which were of moſt high eſti· 
mation with encry one in thole Coun repes, that they clieemed carry 
woꝛd that pall their lips, as true Oꝛacles: by which meanes Pars/we- 
95 and Angelica Were as (fe in his cuſtodic as could bee deuiſed. 7a- 
bin (&tag luch a number cf knights abꝛoad, returned with that newes 
to his Cell, which dzave Aagcuca into ſome fare and viſquiet, but - 
bin by his comfoztable aſſurances, expello the lame from her heart, by 
telling her, that if all the woꝛld were in ſearche of them, pet they would 
neuer luſped that place. Tie Eunuches lone got out of the Tower. 
aud fico foz teare of A lutie, euety man which way he thought 
belt foz his own lafetie. Oue of the knights poſted with all ſpeed to the 
Court, and comming into faxes pzelence , declared the whole cirs 
tumſtance of this tragicall cucnt. Which when /4ax:mw heard, bas 
toze his hare, ſtamped on the earth, raged and railed moſt exceedingly, 
calling all the Robles and lanights of his Court togither, commaan- 
ding them iu all haſte to arme themlelaes pꝛelentip, and be in readines 
fo goe with him, and to Ray foz him at the Court gate: then might vou 
le Qoblemen making haſt, ſome one wap, ſome another way , forme 
calling fo2 the reſt of their Armoar, haning the one halfe on, and the o⸗ 
ther out of readinefle - fome in Harnelſle, ready meunted, buckling on 
their Belmct3,others at euety popnt armed, calling fog their Sterdes, 
ſome ready mounting halle armed halte vnarmed: Entghts running 
this way,ſcrnants that wap, all ix xing and making vnwontes haſte, 
and euerꝑ ont in a hurly burly. p this time came /faxmw reabie 
mounted, gyꝛding his {purres into his Stcvs fide fozhaſte : who was 
readp to make ſpæde without ſpurring, commaundiug dis KEalghts to 
foilow him: who haſted after bim not knowing why they made (ach 
ſpeede,the Ladies wonoꝛed at this nc wes, ſome to; feare of they; hub 
bands harme, fo; they thought lome enemies were app;oached which 
might endanger thepz pcrions, admyzing this ſtrange accident: ſomo 
benioning the abſence of theyꝛ louers : all in a wonderfullertaſie, the 
Quene {yee lat waz ping to the loſſe ol her Daughter, which the King 
hab tolde her of, 
Marcellus ya onli tiolctd , fo; that he ſuppoſed Pari/mens: had taried 
{ronihcuce Agel Alanin W all hall arriucd at the maiden Tower 
Eher 
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where he heard the truth of all, aud law the Cunuch that was Maine, 
and withall was certified in what manner the Uraunge knight came, 
and how that he bzoughe with him a Letter ſigned with bis pꝛiuic figs 
net. Wikcn Nerwmaheard thie, he grew pzcſently into a perſwaſicn 
that it was the vaknowne knight dad done that explopt , and cati ied 
away A nge4ca,then he called fo; the letter which one of thoſe knights 
(bp ul foztune moze carcfull then the teſt, had demaunded of Yer 
vo, alter he had ſhewen the ſame to the Cunuches as ato2eſzid) deli⸗ 
ucred vnto him, which when Mer ſaws, be pꝛeſently kecwe 
that it was Marcela: hand, which cauſed his e pes to ſwel with rage, 
that fo2 that the might was now come, bee reſted in the Tower, coui⸗ 
maunding and deſiring his Nobles and Knights to poſte th: ougheut 
all the Country io finde Ange4ce , commaunding iwo of the chickef 
of his Noble men early the next ing to poſt to the Court and aps 


pꝛehend Marcelins as cdeonſpiring with a ſtraunger to 
betray his lite Ty? © » 405-15: 4 all the Countrey ſpꝛead ouet 
with uni cc n to harbour them, Onely 
Labin CT ich was ſo me the maiden To- 


wer, and wityail a place oi nelle and religion dedicated to Saint 
Auſliue, whom they woꝛſhippev: that of all places none of the thought 
of itkelſhod that they ſhould be there: in which queſt they continued 
bery carneſt all that night, and the next day. 

Aſone as Marcellus (aw? all the nights and Nobios depar- 
ted, and all the Court in an vpzoze , * now fearing that if Axim 
ſhould ſ& the Letter he had ginen Par:/wvexos , hir would knowe his 
hand:when all were in an exceeding vpꝛoꝛe, he came to Dacia in great 
daſt, and told ber all that had befallen, telling her, that he muſt now foz 
a time leaue her: foz that he knew bis father would vppon ſight ofthe 
Letter be ſo much inceſt againſt him that it were mere fondneffe in 
hum to tay and abide his ſorie ; with that De lcias heart panted with 
aricfe, and her epes melted into teares, defiring him moſt hambly 
vpon her knees, chat he would not leaue her behinde, whoſe lit woula 
be wozle then death without his pzeſence : foz my Lozd (quoth ſh i 
pon will voachſafe me this fauour, J wil neuer fozlake ꝑcu ſoʒ ſeare of 
any milery,perill,0z tozment. 

Marcellus take het vp with a kindekille , felling her that her was 
molt exc@dingly glad that ſhe would gos with him, being the onelyp 
thing he moſt deſired in the woꝛld. 
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Then queth De/c:a) tell me what J ſhall do, and J will doit pzeſent- 
Ip, Quoth her whileſt J hold the Ladies in a taike, whoſe wits are 
now troubled, diſguiſe your ſelfe, and lip out amongſt them, and go to 
Madam a houſe, and there tay foz me. ODulcia then pzeſently 
caſt off her vppcrmoſt garments and put on ſome of the Ladies, ſuch 
as (the next feund, and locking faſt her chamber doze went thzough as 
mongſt the thickeſt of them who la ing her locke the doze,toke her foz 
one of their fellowes that had bzought Arge to bed: and ſo let her 
palle withe ut ſuſpition. 

Dulcia was no ſonct downe ſtaires but (he haſted with all ſperde 
vntill the was without the court gate, and from thence came to Pa 
ras houſe, where ſhe was let in by Parora, wt 6 the fold, that Marcel. 
ius had ſent her thither, and would himſelfe be there pzeſently, Panera 
fo2 his ſake gaue her kindc entertainment. Ntarcellus ſeina a gs 
fall out thus pꝛoſperouſlp, and D-u/cu paft by, © ge icft 
the Ladies, and pzeſently went! ** fa „ ,.alelfe in 
one of the Gety1i-" * + + - 14442 Ii gp own, g wet to 
Pauoras houſ. „ wicta, and caught her in his armes 
with a lounge . ce: and being all tbzee togither he declared to Pa. 
nora all that had hapned, both of himſelfe, 4»ge4ca,and Dulcia, and 
that the Knight which lodged in her houſe, was the Knight of Fame. 
Pari/menos Withall , xt que ſting her ſecrecie and apde, fo conceals 
Dacia from all knowledge of her becing there, Where him. 
felfe ſtayed all that night: And the nert day ſpending his time 
in much pleaſure and kinde ſozt with Delia, whome bee loued 
inc excaxvingly, but without any blemiſh oz thought of intempe⸗ 
rancie. 

Carly the next mozning tame the two Nobles from Maxima 
fo arreſt Marcellus, thinking to haue found him there, but comming 
to his chamber, he was not there, noz in all the Court to ba found, 
Aich cauſed an other tumult foz his abicnce » all had their minds fo 
buſied with <6ceit of meditatio why he ſhuld be fl-Þ,p they were al in a 
ſecond amazement therwith, though none at al knowing whp be was 
fled,no2 knowing what offence be had committed: the Quæne likes 
wil made heart ſoꝛrow fog his miſhap, This newes being come to 
the Ladies that attended Dulcia, in ſtead of An ehcæ, who thonght to 
carrie the repozt of this newes to Angelica, but enquiring fo? the key 
of Por chamber, could not heare ofit : foz eucry one made aumſboers 
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they hadde it not, then beganne a controucrſie amongſt them, 
enquiring who it was that came out laſt , but the truth thereof they 
could not learne,that they began to iuſped each other, and that ſhe that 
bad the key had loſt the lame, and would not be knowne thereot ; that 
at laſt thep began to knocke firſt ſoftly, ond then hard, but none made 
anſwere, which dꝛaue them all into an extreame perplexitie, and with 
much ado, to rid themſelues of that fear, they got open the doe, where 
at their comming they could not finde Angelica, but found ſom t᷑ ol her 
oznaments caſt in the middeſt of the floze : that then with weinging 
their hands, tearing thcir haire, and rending their oznaments, thep 
made (uch an outcrie and exclamation,that all the Court rung therof: 
which cauſed the Queen: ,the Robles, and almoſt all the whole court 
gather to that place where the Quene being come, and knowing the 
cauſs of their ſozrow, ſat downe amongſt them, oppꝛeſt with care, and 
vitered theſe ſpeeches. Peace, peace, giue ouer this vaine lamentation, 
foz you know not foz whom you meurne,it was net Angelica you had 
the cuſt odie of, therefoze ceaſe pour laments, and gme me leaue to 

mourne, that haue juſt cauſe : who am a partie in all theſe woes that 

at once haue loft the companie of both my deare childzen,and al pꝛocu⸗ 
red by 4/4/45 miſdondf, who left A ee in the maiden Tower, 

who is {tclcr; from thence,and now my lonne Afearceivs with Du/cia 

is likewiſe led. Ape me, what ſoꝛrow is this ? whole griefe map bs 
tompared ta mine? was euer any ſo miſerabie as q am made, that at 
one inſtant haue loſt my comſozt, my childzen, my iopes and delight? 
with that ſuch a paſſion of griefe onerwhelmcd her hart that ber ſpeech 

abzuptly bzake off, and moꝛe the would haut (aid but could not, that 
the ladies toke her vp, being fallen into a deadly trance, and conut ied 
her to her bed, 

Thus was the whole Court and Citie repleate with care, euer 
ene bttering their fancies : the younger fo; accuſing Maximus of tru⸗ 
eltie, alleaging that he was cauſe of tholc carcs: the elder condemning 
the (wo ydung P2ntes de lewune ſſe and lightncle, that would enter 
into theſe actions without theirparents conſent, And two Noblemen 
returned againe to 4/41. wlth. thiſe ewes , which addednewe 
cares to bis trouble head, » fnozaces elcape did not ſo much greeue 
him, as that 1 4rcedws ſhould both/be Authoꝝin her eſcape, and alſo 
would make ſo bale a choyle of 55 with.tahean, all were _ 
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he was fled,ncither did all theſe ſo much vere him, as that he was vil- 
appointed of all meanes to reucnge thele wzongs. 

Maximus continued many dates in the maiden Tower, calling 
kogither all the knghts of the land,commanrnding them to make all di- 
ligent learch, and to appopnt ſome that ſhould tay in cuery place of 
the countrie, and cranuae cucry paſſer:ger , ſoz that his minde gaue 
dim, Angelica and N larcellu: were within Cetaua: Ehis buũincſſe 
was ſo ſpeedily and ſo cractly perfozmed, that u was impoſſible fo; 
them to eſcape vaknowne v; vndelcried. 

Marcellus the ncxt night after all the tumu'ts hauing by niany per- 
ſwaſions and intreaties wonne Dec fo ſt ape with Parra, ank 
with pꝛomiſe of his ſperdy returne , armed dimſelle in the Armour hes 
dad gotten ano departed from thence, with intent to go toSaint A®- 
fine Chappell, where hte was ſure he ſhoulde heare of Pari, 
and by the wap met with many of the Getulian knights, who knews 
him not but by bis armour, toke him to be a Getulian {night named 
Portellus whole armour Marcel: had put on : this Portelus was a 
knight of the kings Court, who not long ſince was departed into J. 
4 without the knowledge of any but Maerce/s: , who had lent him 
to view Yero/a; heautie, and to learne ifhe could the oziginall of that 
accuſation was laide againſt the knight of Fame, in whoſe armour 
Marcela: paſt without ſuſpition being taken of all foz Portellus. 

Early the next mozning he arrincd at W. Asſtine Chappell, whers 
be would neither knocke noz enter,vatill be was ſare there were none 
fo deſcrie him. When / firſt (awe him, his heart was toꝛmented 
with feare,demanding what he would haue. Feare not /a4i» (quoth 
be) Jam your friend Marcell: with that he entred into the Chappel, - 
whom Jab would not ſuffer to goe further, vntill hee had lerne his 
face, which when he beheld. he embzaced him moſt loningly,and with- 
ont ſpeaking a woꝛd bꝛought him into his Cell, where was Pari/we- 
wor, Angelica, and Anna, who all at once beholdivg him , and he 
them,cmbzaced each other wilh exceeding iop, bering lo glad they had 
met, that Arge uc wept foziop , Pariſmenos (urfetted with delight, 
aud NIarcetlus heart was filled with exceeding content : when theſe 
ftozmes of top were paſt and ſomewhat calmed, Marce/»: declared to 
(bem all that had happened, and how that Maxim had (et moſt dis 
gent ſpies in cuery.coxtet ofthe countrie, and withall, declared the 
eauſe why he was fled we manner, and with whom, his loye to Do/- 
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, zow be had left her with Pa»ores, and how happily hee had patſcy 
onſu{pect.v in Porte Armour, which when they heard, they all ap⸗ 
plaaded, and teiopced at his foztanatelucceſſe : to whom Angelica (ad 
with a merry countenance: Dacia hath loſt nothing by efluming my 
name and habit, bat thereby hath wonne a conſtant knights loue, and 
map hereafter by that meanes come to bee a Queene. Indeed A 
cells whatlocuer others may lap, I perſwade and affure my lelfe, you 
- banegotten a vertnous,beatifuil, chaG, kinde and louing Ladies lone, 
whole god parts J haue often commenocd in my ſecrete thoughts, but 
now am glad that 4 haue ſo god oppoztumitie to (peak of them in your 
hearing: what though ſhe ber not of kingly race, her vertues are ſuch 
as map beſeeme the beſt Lady in the wozld, 

CMercellvswas glad to beare Angelica (8 much commendhis belo- 
ned Dulcia, that he laid: Indede Siſter J haue choſen Px J laue 
her, and will heercalter bee true fo her,foz her beautie vertue, and giod 
parts, do pleaſe ma ſo much, that if I liue to enioꝝ the tn crowne, 
ſhe halbe my Queene : wtthall, J am glad you haut met pour knight, 
of whole company J am ſore pon are not alittle glad. UWith that 4»- 
gelicabluſht, and hee ſaids: Nay Siſter buch not, o; her hath better des 
ſerued pour lone,then Oi hath mine. 

In theſe and ſuch like communications, they ſpent the reſt of that 
day, ſtudying and deuifing what might ber their beft courſe to take in 
theſc trouble lome affaires, 

After that Marce//u: had Aayed ſome time with Prime, and 
Avzpedca in Daint Auſiines Chappell , bee againe depatted in Portelires 
armour towards D»/:4« , where hee arrived to het cxcerding comſost, 
without ſulpition. wiſhing that ſhe had beene unh Angedca, that het 
might haue enioped both her and their companie tog ither. 

After Marcellus was departes, Par, mene ard Angelica beganne 
to ſtudie which way they might eſcape Nfaxmw ctuellie, beeing both 
deſicons to go into Bohemia, but they tntwe not hew to paſſe withort 
beeing dilcouered , toz that the Bing ftill continued his dingent ſearehe: 
and beũdes, ik that let had not bene, pet the iourney was fo long and 
daungerous , that Par: wmener Wag mwuling to indaunger her ver- 
ſon and health thereby, that her was >2awne to an crceding adeiuſh - 
ment what were beſt to bee done: that being vnituliull of themſcincs 
what to determine off , they aſked olde Jae teunſell, why vat le 
lie tald them , that if chey liked his ſimple lare, and that kemi c. 
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where thoagh ſhey were not daintilie ſerued, vet they were quiet, that 
der thoaght it their beſt coarle fo ſtape there Qill vatill Ac@rwmw were 
out of hope to finde them, and had gen oner his ſearch, 02 at the leaſt 
untill 4fercede:; were returned , whole counſell they both allowed and 
followed. . 

Atari Till remeainedin the Saiden Tolwer, fretting his heart 
with veration and griefe , being pu! out of all comfozt by bis Knights 
that daily returned without any ncwes, that in the ende hee was tyꝛed 
with griefe, and fared like one in a deſperate eſtate : but bythe counſel! 
of his Robles, after mach trouble and long ſcarche , be returned ts the 
Court where the Nueenc was, to comniozt her: who at his conuning be 
found verie ſicke , and in very weake eſtate , beeing pzocured by the 
grefe ſhe had conceived fo; her childzens loſſe. faxwmmws laing her in 
that dangerous eſtate, began to comſozt her with mane perſwaſions : 
but thee was ſo impatient and fo full of griefe , that ſhee vitered thele 
Comfozt, my KLo2d, commeth now out of ſeaſon, when our 
grefes are paſt rewebic, which pou might baue ſa uet when tin e ſer. 
ned: it is pour curioſitic and to fonde (uſpec, that hath bzed theſc mils 
chaunces, vou gine ko much credit to that foule cnchwantrefle (peaches, 
which pour (elfe deſtre to pzave frue,o2 ciſe you would nc uet take thoſe 
crucſl coarſes pou haue done with pour chilt cn. Might pou not often 
hanc married Angelica attoꝛding to yuar defire, io many Yonourabls 
and great perſonages ? what if (hee be now marricd, can that udaun⸗ 
ger pour life , vnleſle you will bec the wilfull ado thereof pour ſclfe 2 
but by your ſeueritie you hauc done this , which is now impoſſible to

Aru heart at theſe ſpteches began to melt with lenitic, and 
bisowne — began to coudemne hiarſclfe, that noh her tepen⸗ 
feth the ſeueritie her had vled, and accuſed himſelfe of follis,td giue loch 
credit to the enchauntrefle (peeches,that hee pꝛoteſted if bee hab his chi. 
dzen againe. der would not reſtraine ih em ſo mach of their lib e ttie, but 
that be would let them make choyce atcoꝛding to their owne ſentics: 
and in this heaup eſtate wee will leave dim: deuiſing what meanes to 
wozke by gentleneſſe to call them home againe. 

Atarcelis all this while continued with Dlcia in Lady I 4. 
noras houſe, and nowe heating that A. was returned from the
